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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed October 17, 2005. Claims 2, 3, 
5, and 7-11 are amended. Claims 34-35 are newly added. Claims 1, 6 and 12-33 are cancelled. 
Claims 2-5, 7-1 1, 34 and 35 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. The claim is directed to a processor-readable medium, which is not 
tangibly embodied in a computer in a manner so as to be executable and is thus non-statutory for 
failing to be in one of the categories of invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
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it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification fails to define 
"processor-readable medium" as claimed. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. It is unclear whether the claim is a method or system claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 and 4 were allowed in the previous office action. 

Claims 2, 5, 7-1 1 have been rewritten to depend on independent claim 3, therefore are 
also allowed. 

Claim 34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 101, set forth in this Office action. 

Claim 35 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
